Pope’s Strictures Against Im- 
modest Dress Leads to Ac- 


tion in Rome.

ROME, Aug. 31.—-Fully 1000 
women were refused admittance to 
St. Peter's yesterday because they 
were bare armed. This is the re- 
sult of increased severity by Car- 
dinal Pompeli, vicar of Rome, in 
carrying out the Pope's strictures 
against immodest dregs. 

In the last two weeks, no fewer 
than 5000 women have been turned 
away from St. Peter’s by priests 
stationed there for the purpose, be- 
sides many at other basilicas.

Throughout the Holy Year ajll

The PB- ‘1 
will folloW as soon as a new engine 
is installed and it is prepared for 
the flight, probably two days later. 
The PB-1 had to G@iscard the engine 
which’ broughe her here from Se- 
attle. Tha engine deveroped an oil 
leak and ‘forced a descent at Neah 
Bay, \Wash., “and an overnight stop 
at Coos Bay, Ore., before the flight 
to San Francisco could be resumed. 

The distance from San. Francisco 
to Honolulu ig 2418 statute miles, 
and the estimated time of the 
flight’ is about 24 hours.

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AUGUST HEAT NOT 


Average Temperature of 78.1 
Recorded During Month, 
Weather Bureau Announces. 


Despite popular impressio n that 
August was productive of exces- 
sive hizh temperatures, an exami- 
nation jof the month’s records of 
the St. Louls Weather Bureau dis- 
closes that its average temperature 
was 78.1, .6 of a degree above the 
August normal. : 


The month opened with a record 
low of 58 degrees, the coolest Aug. 
1 in the history of the Weather 
Bureau. The first 11 days were 
below normal, with*a gradual rise 
of the mercury’to the nineteenth, 
when, at 2 p. m., the mercury 


summer. The temperatures then 
fell, returning again with a gradual! 
rise to the present heat wave, in 
which temperatures above 90 have 
been recorded for four days, with 
little hope of immediate relief be- 
ing held out. 


There was a total rainfal] of 
2.75 inches, .22 inch above nor- 
mal. At that, August may be pu* 
down as a “dry’’ month, for 1.79 
inches of the total 
fell’on two days——the eleventh avid 
twelfth. At 12:18 p. m. on ‘ihe 
eleventh, .44 inch of rain fell in 
five minutes. At 5:18 p. m. on the 
twelfth hail fell for five minutea. 
It was in this period the wind va- 
locity, at 57 miles an hour, reached 
its month’s maximum, with con- 
siderable property damage, particu- 
larly in South St. Louts. 

On eight Gays there fell a meas- 
urable amount of rain, on three 
days there were slight sprinkics, 
and there were thunderstorms on 
nine days. For 18 days clear 
weather was recorded, 10 beins 
partly cloudy and two cloudy. Fron 
Aug. 23 to 28, inclusive, there ‘v.1s 
“100 per cent sunshine.”

Separate lists have been prepared 
and are contained in bound vol- 
umes, subject to public inspection 
as follows: 

“For 30 days, beginning tomor- 
row, the lists shall be open for 
public inspection at all times dur- 
ing the day, from 9 to 4, except 
Saturdays, when the time shall be 
from 9:00 a. m. to noon. There- 
after the hours that they shall be 
open for public inspection will be 
regulated by the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, with a view to pre- 
venting undue interference with 
the official work of the office. The 


lector’s office will, of course, be the 
governing factor. However, follow- 
ing the 30«day period mentioned 
above, the public lists will be open 
for public inspection on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday of each 
week, between the hours of 9 a.

Prof. Adams points out that the 
process of racial assimilation is by 
no means complete. ‘Most of the 
social life, especially that of adults, 
is bounded by_race lines,’’ he says.

ficulty with Chinese laborers. They 
refused to remain plantation labor- 
ers and by 1889 had entvred every 
trade and occupation in the is- 
lands. And Flawaiilans came to dis- 


‘Iike the Chinese because the keen- 

ness of the newcomers resulted in 
their s:pplanting the Hawailans in 
trade. The prosperity of the Chi- 
nese enabled them to marry the 
brightest Hawaiian women, which 
did not promote cordial relations 
between the races. 

In the ’70s the planters turned 
to Europe for a more satisfactory. 
labor supply. Portuguese, mainly 
fromf Madeira, were imported in 
large numbers. Fof a time these 
proved satisfactory as plantation 


laborers, but, Hke members .of oth- 
er raqes, they drifted away from 
the arduows labor of the canefields. 

“The Portuguese,” says Prof. S. 
D. Perteus ofthe psychological and 
psychopathic laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Hawali, “are thrifty and 
industrious and good homemakers, 
and they possess well-defined me- 
chanical aptitudes. But they are 
als® recogyized as being on the av- 
erage t peramentally unstable, 
impulsive, quick-tempered, obtru- 
sive, rather suggestible and easily 
inhibited.” 

Next Came the Japanese. 

Importation of Japanese began in 
the ‘80s and continued until] the 
gentlemen's agreement. restricted 
and the immigration law ended 
their Immigration. Planters were 
loud in their praises of the adapta- 
bility of the Japanese, though they 
were troubled by the tendertry of 
the Japanese to preserve their na- 
tional identity through language 
schtols and their refusal to inter- 
marry. 

“Beononeally, industrially and 
socially the Japanese are making 
good in Hawaii,” says Prof. Por- 
teus. “Their percentage of feeble- 
mindedness, insanity and crime is 
low compared with that of other 
races and they readily make use of 
all the educational opportunities 
Hawali offers.” 

As the ycung Japanese drifted 
away from the canefields and the 
Government forbade importation of 
fresh Japanese laborers the labor- 
hunting planters turned to the Phil- 
ippines, Twenty thousand Filipinos 
were imported in 1920 ana every 


boat since then has brought a fresh 
contingent of field laborers. The 
1926 Fillpino importation exceeds 
40,000. In the meantime, however. 
many Filipino immigrants have 
served the terms of years agreed 
upon and have returned to their 
homes. The planters prefer to 
bring in new laborers to building 
up another racial group that would 
drift away from the plantations, 
Soon to Be Americans. 
Thus it is that Hawali has 10 or 


12 groups of people of different na- 
tional origin, and representing sev- 
eral races. 

“There is abundanh_ evidence,” 
says @& monograph by Profs. Ro- 
manzo Adams, T. M. Livesay and 
E. H. Van Winkle of the Univer- 
sity of Hawii, entitled, “A Statis- 
tical Study of the Races in Ha- 
wall,” “that the peoples of Hawali 
are in process of becoming the peo- 
ple of Hawail. After a time the 
terms now commonly used to des- 
ignate the various racial groups ac-; 
cording to the country of birth or 
ancestry will be forgotten. There 
will be no Portuguese, no Chinese, 
no Japanese—only Americans. 
Even now there is a growing sen- 
sitiveness among the Hawailah- 
born and educated when they are 
classified according to the lands of 
their parents’ nativity. They do not 
wish to be set apart as non-Amer- 
joan.”

A ring catches the hook on the pic- 
ture rail and another is fastened 
at the top of the mirror on either 
side. 

In a charming Chinese room 
seen recently, the mirror of rectan- 
Sular shape had g carved frame 
painted that incomparable shade 
of red that is only found in Chi- 
nese decorations, the Carvénzs were 
picked out with gold.

ITH the increasing complexi- 
W ties of modern life, women 

are finding that 24 hours is 
all too short a day to attend to 
household duties, children, one’s 
own affairs and have ajty time for 
social life and recreation. House- 
hold efficiency specialists have been 
studying the situation in the hope 
of making suggestions for the most 
efficient division of time among 
the various duties of the home- 
maker. How long should it take to 
wash dishes for a family of five? 
Is an electric dishwasher the an- 
swer, or even less expensive dish- 
washing accessories? 

The best way of approaching 
the problem seems to be on some- 
what the same plan as the budget 
system for spending and saving the 
income.
